  19   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "EXTRACURRICULAR ACTIVITY" INCLUDES 
  20  INTERSCHOLASTIC ATHLETICS, MUSIC, OR DRAMA PROGRAMS, STUDENT 
  21  ORGANIZATIONS, OR OTHER PROGRAMS SPONSORED BY A SCHOOL: 
 
  22    (1) IN WHICH A STUDENT MAY PARTICIPATE OUTSIDE OF REGULAR 
  23  SCHOOL HOURS; AND 
 
  24    (2) FOR WHICH A STUDENT DOES NOT EARN ACADEMIC CREDIT. 
 
  25   (B) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION, A PUBLIC

   3    (1) PARTICIPATES IN A HOME INSTRUCTION PROGRAM UNDER WRITTEN 
   4  AGREEMENT WITH THE COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT; AND
